ation and marketing of food products 
are entirely 
harmless, because • the 


Eemsen board has said they are. Now 
possibly it will be remembered that 
this same Bemsen board made experi- 
ments on men willing to make ex- 
periment retorts of their stomachs, 
feeding them food into which all the 
preservatives and adulterants then 
known were placed1, without any 
harmful effects, 
although the men 


preferred theirs without tbe ln«red- 
-ieats, as all of us would. Notwith- 
standing the assertion tnat benzoate 
Is said to be harmless, we don't like 
the.aoond of it, though we had rather 
have It used than acetic acid, even if, 
as we are told, thi» acid is common 
vinegar if diluted. However, If people 
want to live on canned provender, 
the? must expect a certain amount of 
preservative, or they surely 
would 


not eat thereof. Our good old grand- 
mothers used to tide over the winter 
without resorting to acids and other 
suspicious concoctions, 
and 
their 


table products were ten times better 
than any cannery could turn out, no 
matter how good and wholesome it 
Is represented to be. In our time we 
have partaken of plenty of canned 
food and thus far there have been no 
bad results. No doubt we have swal- 
lowed lots of benzoate without even 
knowing it.
